Regan: Im trying to think of the 
Chief’s son we spend time with. 


Eric: Little Chief Ha-ha now. 
Regan: But what's his name? 
Eric: His name is Ben. 


Regan: Oh yea, Ben. So Ben and 
I share the same birthday. 


Eric: I didn’t know that. 


Regan: I didn’t realize either. I 
have known him for 3 years 


Eric: It's surprising you didn't 
know that because it was his 21st 
birthday that we dragged him out 
of the bar in the hotel. 


Regan: Oh yea that’s right, 
maybe... . 


Regan: I remember him being 
21, but it must have been due to 
Facebook or something that I saw 


his birthday. 


Eric: He'sa father now. And we're 
talking about there is a group of 
Aboriginal American dancers that 
come every year and they bless 

the stage before the Bridge School 
event and there is a young guy... 
there was a guy named Chief 


Eric: Initially, until we found out 
the car had been named “pearl10” 
for years before Pearl Jams Ten, 
but I thought it was funny. It was 
a very funny moment for all of us. 
And it was just a warmth from the 
whole Neil gang that made those 
guys feel really special. I know 
that I did. Гуе always been a huge 
fan of Neil and then to actually 
get to go and do those shows and 
we did several of those shows with 
Pearl Jam before I ever worked for 


Neil. 


Regan: Well then I guess it's been 
3 years for me now working with 
you there, at the Bridge School. 
And Pearl Jam was there. I want to 
say twice but maybe it was Ed once 
and Pearl Jam once. 


Eric: Since you've been there. 
Regan: Yea. 

Eric: Yea. 

Regan: They seem to be a big part 
of Bridge too, which is a really 
great thing. Kind of like Farm Aid 
has always got Neil and Willie. 


Eric: That is a really good point. I 
never realized that. 


Regan: Some people are really just 
a part of it, which is exciting. 


Eric: Well there are people there 
that I see there all the time. Like 
the spirit dancers from New 


in the likeness of management, and 
family and people have worked for 
them for a long time. So there is 
definitely a warm and comfortable 
feeling in both places. 


Regan: And both camps are very 
close. I think Pearl Jam has done 
8 Bridge School events? 


Eric: You know what, I was there 
for the first one they did and I 
remember the excitement. 


Regan: As a Pearl Jam employee? 


Eric: As a Pearl Jam employee. 

I was the tour manager for the 
first one of those they did and 

I remember the thrill, I mean 
everybody. It was kind of like it 
was already the penultimate thing 
for Pearl Jam to get to go and do 
Neil show by invitation. 


Regan: And unplugged. Which 
if you don't know, Bridge School is 
an all-acoustic event. So for Pearl 
Jam do you recall what that was 


like? 


Eric: You know what? The very 
first one there was a funny story. 
"There was a hotel called Hyatt 
near shoreline, where they always 
put up the bands. It's a different 
hotel now because I don't think 
this one is there but it was a kind 
of a 50's and 60's inspired southern 
California, excuse me, northern 
California kinda cool old hotel. 
Ranch style hotel. And we were all 
waiting for our van to come 
and pick us up and take us 
to the first show. And we see 
this old Cadillac, like an old 
Cadillac, pulling up and it's 
got a license plate that says 
“Pearl10”. 


Regan: Isn't that crazy? 


Eric: It was right when they 
had Pearl Jam's album 7 
was out. But it says "Pearl10". 
So of course everyone in the 
band thinks that Neil has a 
Cadillac named in tribute to 
Pearl Jam 


Regan: Do you think that 
they did feel that way? 


AKA Eric Johnson 


Regan: That's right. So you hired 
me in 2005? '07? '08? 


Eric: For those of you who don't 
know, Regan and I have known 
each other since we were probably 
18 years old in our incestuous city 
of Seattle and so we've known 
each other throughout our careers. 
Mine, working for music. And 
his playing music mostly. And 
that's how it kind of works here. 
Our paths have been crossing 

for 25 or 30 years and uh we had 
the opportunity. I needed an 
assistant to come out on the Neil 
Young tour a few years ago and 
my memories of Regan mostly are 
because of artistic sensibilities. 
And we actually had a conversation 
about fonts about a particular font 
that we liked that got us to start 
talking to each other again. I don't 
know if you remember that. 


Regan: That's great. I love fonts. 
Eric: Haha, yea, I know. 


Regan: It’s a weird thing to love 
but I really love fonts. 


Eric: It is, that's what brought us 
together again in the Neil Young 
world. The worlds of Pearl Jam 

and Neil Young are really similar 


looking for other work and 

seeing what I could find and uh 
getting ready to take a tour with 
somebody and I got an offer from 
Neil's camp, Elliot, his manager 
called and he asked me to be on 
with Neil. So for the next 4 years 
from '98 to '02. No wait from 4 
when I was still working for Pearl 
Jam when I started doing the Neil 
tours. 


Regan: Then you crossed over? 


Eric: I crossed over and I actually 
did all of the tours. I missed one 
little 11 date Canadian tour with 
Neil in four years. And in 98 is 
when we all went on a Pearl Jam 
hiatus and then uh that's when 
Elliot called me and asked me to 
come on full time with Neil. So I 
pretty much went from full time 
with Pearl Jam to full time with 
Neil. 


Regan: Great, that is Elliot 
Roberts for you readers. 


Eric: Yeah, with Elliot Roberts, 
(Neils longtime manager) and for 
those of you out there listening, 
Regan actually works for Neil 
Young when he doesn't do what he 
does here.

Regan: Eric Johnson, being 
interviewed here at the Pearl Jam 
complex by me, Regan Hagar, 


So you worked for Pearl Jam 
what's it like? 


Eric: Let me tell you a little 
history. 


Regan: ok. 


Eric: I worked for Pearl Jam from 
1990ish, it says 91 in the book, 
that’s not out yet that you guys 
probably don’t know about that’s 
coming out, it’s really huge book 
that Regan did the layout for. Um. 
‘Their very first show was really 

in 90 until 98 I was summarily 
executed from the roster. 


Regan: You went from 
Soundgarden to Pearl Jam to Neil 
Young? 


Eric: Actually met Neil when I 
worked with Pearl Jam when we 
did the Mirrorball tour. That's 
when I met Neil and after that 
everyone in Pearl Jam was young 
and had a lot of energy and drive 
so I think Neil picked up on the 
excitement that we all still had for 
it and that's how I got to work for 
Neil. 


Regan: Did Neil, his manager or 
someone else approach you, did 
they steal you from Pearl Jam? 


Eric: You know what, technically it 
probably wasn't being stolen at the 
time uh it was '98 and Pearl Jam 
took a little bit of a hiatus there 
and uh so everybody who had been 
working on retainer was given a 
chance to do other things. That'sa 
nice way to say it. 


Regan: Well that makes sense. 


Eric: At that time I was 
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started 1980. 


Eric: Well that was past 80,83 

or something. So that's how I met 

Stone. I didn't know McCready 

at the time except for the picture 
in the Rocket 


Regan: Right [laugh] 


Eric: He had long white flowing 
hair powdered make up and white 
gloves on. 


Eric: I was friends with them. I 
mean, I knew Jeff from skating 
Mark Lions half pipe in Issaquah 
and he worked as Raison d'etre this 
great restaurant downtown. One 
of the early cool restaurants. 


Regan: Yea, re [local magazine]

And Kelly Curtis was 
managing the band when they 
were called Mookie Blaylock, just 
getting together. 


Regan: Word. 


Eric: He was also co- 
managing Alice in Chains 
at the time. Soundgarden 
was on a long break. They 
had come off touring and 
hadn't recorded yet. And 
that was like a 7-month 
break and I was getting 
antsy. I had just learned 
how to be a roadie and 

I really wanted to keep 
doing that. 


Regan: Well, that's how 
it seems that you switch 
bands, during those 
hiatuses. 


Eric: Yea, well a guy's 
got to eat, right? That's 
how that went. There 
was a break and I went 
into Kelly Curtis's office 
where Susan Silver shared 
space. It was almost like 
a community center for 
grunge kids at the time. I 
went and remember asking Kelly, 
and coincidently this was 2 weeks 
into when I quit drinking 20 years 
ago, and I asked Kelly if I could 
go and do business for this little 
tour with these guys and he said, 


Regan: That sounds like him. 


Eric: He was kind of just flowing 
and I was in awe. And to tell you 
the truth, I was like I can't even 
believe this guy. 


Regan: Right, he was bold. 


Eric: I didn’t know him musically. 


I didn't know Malfunkshun at 
that time. I don't even know if 


Malfunkshun existed at the time. 


Regan: Im sure we did. We 


Central Bakery down in Pioneer 
Square. My family had a store so 
we were always downtown and I 
would run into him all the time. 


Regan: He [Stone] was coming 

out of college, or might have still 
been in college, which he ended 

up leaving because of 

the band’s success but 
I remember going and 
having him make me 

coffee down at Grand 
Central. 


Eric: The coffee. They 
had really good cinnamon 
rolls. I remember being 
at that place it was 

an atrium in Pioneer 
Square neighborhood in 
Seattle. Part of the old 
neighborhood. Part of 
the original Seattle. So 
it's a historically preserved 
neighborhood with all 
these old buildings. It 
was a bakery and an early 
espresso shop. the place 1 
speak of was 25 years ago 

in a big brick court yard | 
with a covering on it. It 
was an early version ofa 
mall. Ifyou will. And 1 
met Stone. That was the 
first time I ever saw Andy 
Wood. I remember him, 
coming into this place and we was 
friends with Stone. And he was 
dare I say floating into the place. 
He had an ankle length white coat 
on. 


cool for Jeff, Neil has played with 
the best of the best. 


Eric: Yea, that's really cool. 


Regan: More kudos to Mr. 
Ament. So let's see, Neil, Pearl 


Jam, hold on... (paper shuffling) 
Eric: [laughter] 


Regan: So, Eric. Do you 
remember when you first started 
with Soundgarden? I know you 
were with Soundgarden first and 
you would book them as a college 
kid help them selling their shirts 
and ended up being their road 
manager. Is that how you got 
introduced to Pearl Jam? Because 
I remember you on the scene here 
in Seattle and you saving me from 
being beaten up at parties a couple 
times. 


Eric: No, I knew the guys in 
Pearl Jam, most of the guys in 
Pearl Jam, before they were Pearl 
Jam. Iknew... Ididn’t know the 
drummer at the time, but I knew 
Jeff and Stone, obviously, from the 
Green River days. 


Regan: Right. 


Eric: You know, it's interesting 
you should know that Neil has an 
incredible reverence for Pearl Jam. 
He absolutely adores them. He 
really does. He still talks about 
what a great band they are. I 
mean everybody in our world with 
Neil thinks of them greatly. And 
including, some of the biggest fans 
are the kids that work at Lookout 
Management. 


Regan: Right, Elliot's place. 
Eric: Yea. 


Regan: Neil has actually said 
that to me a couple of times, just 
in reference to knowing I’m from 
Seattle and I know these guys, he's 
mentioned to me that Pearl Jam is 
one of the best rhythm sections in 
his mind. Which is fantastic. 


Eric: Yea, he has spoken highly of 
Jeff before. 


Regan: Yea. 
Eric: I envision someday a 
power trio with Jeff and Neil and 


somebody. 


Regan: Think about that, how 


Dennis, who was the Chief and he 
was a spirit brother with Willie and 
with Neil and his grandson. When 
I first met him he was like 9 or 10, 
he did this ring dance, with these 
giant leather rings. Now he is 20 
something years old and still does 
the show so he is definitely part 

of the family. I always feel like 
when Pearl Jam's there it's really 
comforting. Especially this year to 
have them do, Walk With Me. 


Eric and Regan: Yea, that was 
really really cool. 


Regan: That was a nice surprise 
for me. I didn't know that was 
going to happen. 1 had just 
recently been listening to Neil's 
new record. It was so new, pretty 
cool that they did it. 


Eric: I thought it made perfect 
sense and it actually sounds like Р] 
when they do it. It sounded like a 
Pearl Jam song. 


Regan: It really does. And that's 
justit the Neil version is of course 
Neil solo, with his guitar. This is 

a full band version which was so 
cool.

Regan: He followed you from 
Pearl Jam? 


Eric: Soundgarden. 


Regan: Oh that's right, from 
Soundgarden to Pearl Jam to Neil. 


Eric: Yea. 
Regan: That's fantastic. 


Eric: With Heart and Rage 
Against the Machine. And he 
also independently he does Jack 
Johnson too, and Ben Harper. 
He's done a lot of different things 
independently of that, but that is 
sort of his lifeblood and his core 
in addition to being a great work 


Regan: That's so great. You were 
on Tim Beirmens radio show 
yesterday. That's how you come to 
be in Seattle today. How was the 
being on Pearl Jam radio? 


Eric: That was actually really fun. 
I had heard about Pearl Jam radio, 
but I’m a bit of a luddite when 

it comes to new technology, so I 
haven't been listening to satellite 
radio, unless of course I’m in a 
rental car or something. 


Regan: Right, that's my 
experience with satellite too, just 
in rental cars. 


Eric: I've been excited by it when 

I hear it. And then I heard that 
this was happening and I did the 
interview. And I was lucky enough 
to bring Keith with me who is not 
only a guy whose work I admire 
very much, he is a lighting director, 
but I've been on Soundgarden 


"Yea, you could do it." So that was 
kind of like I attribute that to the 
beginning of my success honestly. 
To quitting drinking and turning 
into this guy who was the first guy 
for Pearl Jam, and I never really 
stopped. That first show turned 
into the next show turned into the 
next leg of tour. 


Regan: It was Jeff and Stone 
that you were friends with at first 
through the scene, then you met 
all the other guys? 


Eric: I met everybody else once 
the band started. Keith Wismar 
and myself literally at first. There 
wasn't even a road manager status 
at that time. We were borrowing 
a van and taking their equipment 
out of Potato Head (Gallery) and 
setting everything up for them at 
the show, and we were their only 
roadies for their first couple of 
times.

One of the things I love so 
dearly about Pearl Jam is 
that they,.. there is a lot 
more to them then just the 
music. 


some desks, and a graphics table. 
It has a really cool view though- a 
window that looks down into part 
of their warehouse. 


Regan: To right where they play, 
which is the only window in the 
place, I wish there was a little 
window to outside. 


Eric: It's a great place here and 
the vibe is nice. It's nice and 
warm and it's cozy and they have 
a wonderful sponsorship with 
Athena purified water. It's created 
for the cause actually. No but 
what you are reading and what 
you are listening to is coming out 
of a super creative place that is 
completely fueled by the band's 
ideas and by the excited people 
around them. I get inspired being 
here. I'm really happy. 


Regan: Well, you're always 
welcome sir. You can come 
anytime and you can use the tables 
to cut and make art as long as you 
realize that anything you make 
here belongs to Pearl Jam. 


Eric: Trust me I know that so 
well. 


Regan: Which is a fair trade off 
for sure, for me, and with that we'll 
sign off. I thank you and I thank 
the readers... until the next Deep. 


it's a huge group of people, even 
independent of the band, that are 
able, it's not very often that you 
can get a whole group of people 
that can represent a band well 
without pushing their own agenda 
oranything. So being around here 
and watching their... and being 
with the art department and all 
the other people here its one big 
communist joint we got running 
here, I think. It's actually a cool 
thing. 


Regan: Everything is here in this 
one complex. 


Eric: Well I mean the art thing, 
everything is whole interpretation. 
It's not like you guys are just sitting 
here by yourselves. In the course of 
being here 24 hours, I've seen you 
in deep conversations with Eddie 
on the phone, Jeff has been here 
working, Mike has called in. You 
guys are all working with the band 
or for the band. 


Regan: It’s definitely about the art 
here. Ed and Jeff in particular. 


Eric: T’ve seen it in different ways. 
Even in my world of Neil, I do 
some of the artwork sometimes, 
but there's other people... Gary 
Burton who does all the record 

art stuff. He's a Grammy award- 
winning artist. 


Regan: Ilike all the tour merch 
you do for Neil. 


Eric: Thank you, a lot of that stuff 
is done via email. We email back 
and forth from San Diego to LA 
or wherever somebody might be. 
We're not sitting in a room getting 
feedback from the actual band. A 
lot of times Neil won't see stuff 
other people have told me they 
hate it and it won't happen. 


Regan: Well you know my office 
over here. That's why it's one of 
the largest offices, so the band can 
come in and sit and look at layouts 
and talk art and literally lay things 
out on the ground. 


Eric: So anybody who reads Deep 
is wondering where it came from, 
it's about a 20 x 20 room with 


partner. He was the best man at 
my wedding 20 years ago or 112 
yeas ago I think something like 
that. 


Regan: Ithink 112. 


Eric: They have all been fantastic. 
111 of them have been really great. 


Regan: That's really good. 
Keith's daughter was on The 
NW Nationals, same team as my 
daughter. 


Eric: If you are listening, hi Steph 
Ilove you. Soccer? 


Regan: Yea soccer. I get a kick 
out of that. 


Eric: That's fantastic. 


Regan: I'm so glad you can say 
hi to everybody here at Deep 
magazine. 


Eric: Which, by the way, I love. 
Now, it's actually a magazine. I 
remember when it came out as a 
newsletter and now it's an actual 
magazine that you sit down with. 
What I like is what I like, I think 
Regan feels the same way, I like 
the size and the shape of it. It's 
unique; it's not like every magazine 
you see. It's got a cool cover. And 
graphically, one of the reasons I fell 
in love with Regan was his graphic 
sensibility and his choice of art 
and things like that. We always 
saw eye to eye with a lot things. 
And since he has been helping and 
doing this magazine I really like. 
It's really cool. 


Regan: Well, thanks. I love it too. 
I did the first one for them and 
came back and did the sixth. Now 
ГЇЇ be doing them until they let me 
go.

Having already been a part of 
their Grateful Dead Channel 
since its inception, Tm honored 

to be overseeing and hosting PJ 
Radio on SiriusXM as well. While

SiriusXM version is geared for the 
fan that may not be as hardcore as 
a Ten Club listener, as well as for 
the vast array of Sirius x M listeners 
who will potentially investigate 
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Interviewing fans on the 2010 tour 
for the after show wrap up reports 
brought me in touch with so many 
amazing fans all over the globe. 
From the unsuspecting front 

row lottery, winner to the tour 
veterans to the Portugese speaking 
teenagers, there’s nothing like 
catching someone after Pearl Jam 
has literally blown their minds.

STEP 1: 


Place the quarter on an image you 
want to use. Take a pencil and 
trace around the quarter.

Take a toothpick and 
poke out any air bubbles you see. 
Let dry overnight. 


STEP 5: 


Apply a small amount of strong 
adhesive glue onto the back of 
your bottle cap and then carefully 
place the magnet onto it. Hold 
it in position several seconds to 
secure then let it dry completely. 


** I£ you are using recycled free 
business card magnets, take your 
quarter again and place it on the 
magnet and trace around with 
your pencil.

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To assemble: 


Bring a gallon of water to boil, salt 
liberally. Poach duck eggs until 
whites are set but yolks are still 
runny. Remove with slotted spoon 
to a warm plate. Drizzle a little olive 
oil to keep the eggs from sticking 
and put plate in warm place. 


Drop pasta into boiling water- 
should cook through in 3-5 minutes. 


Heat 2 tbsp of olive oil in a clean 
saucepan until just smoking. Add 
nettle mix and stir to break up 
clumps. 


Add a little water to moisten mixture 
and season with salt and pepper 
and juice from half of the lemon. 
Turn heat to medium. 


When pasta is just al dente, remove 
from water and add to nettles. Stir 
to coat noodles with nettles, adding 
a little more water if necessary. 

Turn heat off, crumble ricotta over 
pasta and toss to incorporate. 
Adjust seasoning to taste. 


Divide pasta between 4 bouls, 
placing a duck egg in the middle of 
each pile of noodles. 


Season eggs with a little sea salt 
and pepper and a drizzle of olive 


smoking, saute garlic until just 
turning brown, then add half of the 
zest and chili flakes to your liking. 


Using tongs, shake excess water 
off nettles and add to pan and stir 
to coat with oil and season with 
kosher or sea salt to taste. 


Turn heat to a low medium and 
cover pan; let the nettles braise 
down for a couple minutes, stirring 
once or twice. 


Using tongs, remove nettles from 
pan and allow to cool. Roughly 
chop up. 


Unwrap pasta and knead again 
until dough is smooth and elastic 
(bounces back when you press 
your thumb into it). 


Divide into four portions; rewrap 
three portions in the plastic to 
prevent them from drying out. 


Using a rolling pin, roll one portion 
out into an even circle about 1/4 
inch thick. Fold the edges of the 
circle to the middle to make a 
square and roll out until you have 
a pretty even square 1/4 inch thick. 
Run through a pasta machine 

until you get to the second to last 
setting. 


Hang sheet of pasta to dry and 
repeat process with remaining 
three portions. 


When the pasta has dried for a 
bit (should feel a little plastic like 
but still be very pliable) sprinkle 
one side with a little semolina or 
flour and roll pasta into a cigar 
shape (sprinkling with flour or 
semolina helps prevent the sheet 
from sticking together when you 
roll it up). Using a sharp knife, cut 
1/4"-1/2" strips across the roll. Toss 
pasta to unroll noodles, make a 
little nest and set aside. Repeot 
with remaining dough. 


Put flour in bowl, make a little well 


in the top and drop yolks into it. 
Using fingers, mix flour and yolks 
together in a squeezing motion 
until they come together in a 
shaggy mass. Continue to knead 
and shope dough into a ball, 5-10 
minutes. UJrop with plastic urap 
and set aside for 30 minutes. 


Meanwhile, soak nettles in a bowl 
of water to clean. 


In a large heavy bottom sauce pan, 
heat oil on medium high til just

(or buy a box of tagliatelle or
